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“Am | the only one thinking of Field Day? From the nwq- reflector 


Bill Todd, N7MFB, asks in a recent post to the QRP email reflector, “Am I the only one thinking 
of Field Day lately? It sure beats me why I am thinking of Field Day in February, but every time 
I walk by the Bush Pioneer Park in Bay Center, I think about the cool antenna farms that we 
could put up this year. Maybe the reason I am thinking about Field Day 2001! Maybe its 
because a member of the Colorado QRP Club asked me to write a short article about Paul 
Beckett, KF7MD, and his participation in our first Northwest QRP Field Day in °93.” 


Stan Tarena, K7SY, will remember that’s the year of our first Field Day experience. Paul and I 
and a couple of other hams drove to a mountain in Eastern Washington and set up the Eastern 
Washington Northwest ORP station. We had a bunch of different antennas in the air, but Paul 
really blew us all away with his multi-element log periodic wire antenna for 20 - 10 meters. 
That antenna really blasted a hole in the sky and helped us rack up the contest all day and 
night. 


Bruce, KG7CR, Bob, W7CD, and some others set up the Western Washington Northwest QRP 
effort on top of Cougar Mountain east of Issaquah. Bob set up a pair of HF6V verticals that 
looked like a giant set of "rabbit ears" that actually worked pretty well! I think that Stan 
operated with the West Seattle ARC that year. 


Each group had a great time...but the reason that Paul got the attention of the Colorado QRP 
Club folks, is that he moved to Colorado the following year and used his monster Log Periodic 
wire antenna to help them put in a great score. So, writing this information for the CO QRP 
Club representative got me to thinking about what we might want to do this year. | think it 
would be great if someone wanted to put up a similar (or better) antenna in between the 100+ ft 
high trees surrounding the Bush Pioneer Park here in Bay Center. 


Meanwhile, Stuart Rohre, KSKVH, is thinking about Field Day 2001 at the University of Texas. 
He replied, “I will take the bait regarding what we are thinking on Field Day down here in 
Texas.” 


We will put up a 1.25 wave loop based on 160m or so. Maybe two of them, each 20 feet up 
horizontal. We will use two IDEZ dipoles, which are 5/8 wave leg Zepps based on 80 meters. 


I am toying with a wild idea of adding at the peak of the inverted Zepp dipoles, a set of director 
wires for the major bands we use, 40m (works on 15), 20m, 10m, aimed mostly to ham 
population centers. These would be fanned out from the center insulator of the dipole, but 
would allow us to stake them with tent pegs in the direction we wanted. We could move them as 
the propagation moved west during Saturday afternoon. 


Another dream is to build a Moxon rectangle or one for each band 20 to 10 meters. Maybe to try 
out a Lazy H for 15 meters, but use a transmatch with it, for 20 and 10 meters. It would be 
probably aimed mostly east and west, to ham centers on the coasts. 


What ideas are working on you for the OTVARC Field Day 2001? Check your calendar and clear 
June 22-24. This is something you'll not want to miss.
